EASE-AND-DESIST 
action 
by 
the 
Federal 
Trade Commission against members of the steel 
Industry charged with conspiracy to fix prices 
and atlfla competition will keep a int of lawyers 
busy for a great many years. 


It probably won't do much else. A cease-and 
desist action begun In 1924 against the industry's 
Pittsburgh-plus pricing formula is still In the 
courts. Conspiracy to fix prices is a hard thing 
to prove. 
But consumers, aside from whatever may he 
proved or disproved about something th at look# 
ilke pHcing collusion In the steel Industry, are 
curious about the game of following the leader 
by common co n sen t Collusion Is too strong a 
word. It is, rather, something that has the ap 
pearance of collusion. 
In any ra se, the consuming public wonders 
why, in an economy supposedly geared to the 
spirit of free enterprise, so many prices seem to 
be fixed by circumstances that can't possibly 
bs called free enterprise. Coal, milk, textiles, 
automobiles, houses and dozens of other things 
produced under various conditions, distributed 
undsr various conditions, and sold to consumers 
under various conditions havs a disturbing ten­ 
dency to bear the same price for no better 
reason than the fact It's the price someone else 
happens to bs charging. 
Is It a habit that free enterprise has carried 
over from government price-fixing? Is it a right 
and proper thing for free enterprise to be doing, 
it it wants to enjoy the privileges of freedom? 
Is It satisfactory to consumer# whose purchas­ 
ing power by no m eans behaves automatically; 
I. s., rising so many percentage points because 
the purchasing power of consumers somewhere 
else rose by so many percentage points? 
W hile tbs FTC Is looking for evidence of col­ 
lusion to fix prices in the steel Industry, mil­ 
lion* of cittsens will keep looking at circum stan­ 
tial evidence of collusion In a lot of other places. 


He Shouldn't Have Said It 


i {IK E QUIN. Communist author whose legacy 
Includes several contributions to the rather 
dim shelf of Marxist humor, died last week In 
San Francisco. 
T bs Communist press reported 
he was the 
iuthor of “ Dangerous Thoughts", “'More Pan* 
terous Thoughts'* 
and “Th# 
Enemy 
W ithin", 
jut it forgot one. He also was the author of 
'Th# Yapks Are Not Coming", the tills of which 
jecsm s an American Communist slogan In the 
lays when Hitler and Stalin were exchanging 
ova notes. When it became politically expedient 
or American Communists to hate the Nazis, 
jutn changed the slogan to "The Yanks Are Not 
doming Too Late", a jerry-built sentence which 
aas as awkward nm! sloppily put together as 
he Reds’ 
excuses for following the 
pre-1940 
Moscow line. 
Quin was a stout Journeyman worker In the 
Communist vineyard, 
but 
the 
Reds 
wish 
he 
lever had 
thought of that "Yanks Are 
Not 
doming line. They would like to scrap all m em ­ 
ories of that, along with all the photographs 
>f Ribbentrop and Molotov playing footle. They 
vould like the world to forge; they once con- 
loned the brutalitarian regime in Qermany.

N JULY 31. the mass sedition 
cases which 
started 
In 
J941 
ended. 
It ended because the gov­ 
ernm ent had no case. 
No m atter 
how hard the Departm ent of Ju s­ 
tice tried to do something about 
if, it never succeeded in establish­ 
ing facts, provable in an American 
court by American rules of evi­ 
dence, that a num ber of individ­ 
uals, polntly or Individually, had 
committed acts of sedition. 
The United States Court of Ap­ 
peals gave the D epartm ent of Ju s­ 
tice until July 31 to apneal against 
dismissal to the Suprem e Court. 
The departm ent let the case go by 
default. 
O. John Kogge, who built 
something of a career on this case, 
never was able to establish the 
guilt of the defendants. In fact, he 
was dismissed by Atty. Gen. Tom 
Clark and 
the case 
was turned 
over to Irving Shapiro, who treat­ 
ed It apparently like a dead cat 
Bhat nobody wanted to touch. 


F I N A L L Y , 
In 
November, 
1946, 
counsel for the government and 
defendants m et with Justice Bo- 
litha J. Laws, who dismissed the 
indictments, saying: 
“. . , where It appears, as here, 
there Is serious doubt as to the 
success of the case, and that the 
defendants, 
because #of long 
de­ 
lays granted over their objections, 
cannot 
obtain 
a 
fair 
trial, 
the 
oeurt should exercise Its discretion 
to deny prosecution. 
It would be 
both unjust and un-American 
to 
do otherwise." 
Then he said: 
“ Under 
the 
circumstances, 
to 
permit another trial, which con­ 
ceivably would last m ore than a 
year, with new 
prosecutors 
and 
newly-appointed counsel for defen­ 
dants, with the eventual outcome 
In serious doubt, as 
Mr. Rogge 
(government counsel) has stated to 
the 
court 
on 
three 
occasions, 
would be a travesty on Justice. I 
have no doubt the cases should he 
dismissed and an order to that 
effect will be entered as to all 
defendants.” 
The government appealed from 
that decision and lost, the court 
holding: 
“. . . that where there has been 
a lack of diligence In the prosecu­ 
tion of a case, the trial judge may 
dismiss and his order will he sus­ 


tained on appeal unless there has 
been 
a 
clear 
abuse of 
discre­ 
tion . . . ”

Supreme Court. 
But he did not 
because obviously

case. 
Ro now it is all over 
and 
those 
who were once 
under the 
cloud 
of sedition are 
cleared by 
the courts of the United States, 
which alone can declare a man 
guilty of a crime. 
The sedition trial was planned 
to be a mass trial in imitation of 
the 
German 
and 
Russian 
mass 
trials. 
Thrown together were in­ 
congruous 
personalities. 
Oliver 
Wendell Holmes once said: 
"Sovereignty is a form of power, 
and the will of the sovereign is 
law because he has power to com­ 
pel obedience or punish disobedi­ 
ence and for no other reason. The 
limits 
within 
which 
his 
will 
is 
law, then, are those within which 
he has, or Is believed to have, 
power to compel or punish.” 
According to this doctrine the 
law possesses no moral character. 
lf those who possess power wish 
to use the law as an instrum ent 
for the suppression of opposition, 
It Is sound for them so to use the 
law, provided that they can get 
away with It. 
Under this Instru­ 
mentalist theory the law becomes 
a bandit. 
Holmes made his amoral 
position clear in this sentence: 
“Just so far as the aid of the 
public force Is given a man he has 
a legal right, and this right is the 
sam e w hether his claim is founded 
in righteousness or iniquity.” 
The theory, then, behind the se­ 
dition trials was that if this con­ 
glomeration of unrelated persons, 
many of whom did not even know 
each other, could he convicted, a 
precedent 
would 
be 
established 
that the law could be used In this 
country as an instrum ent of polit­ 
ical force and coercion. 
On that 
basis, any m em ber of any opposi­ 
tion party could he indicted and 
convicted. 
It. would be easier and 
less 
expensive

OHIO PAPERS PHOTOED 
FOR HISTORIC RECORD

COLUMBUS. 
Aug. 
19 — The 
Ohio State Archaeological and His­ 
torical Society is microfilming Ohio 
newspapers to insure their preser­ 
vation 
as highly im portant his­ 
toric records. 
The process boils down an entire 
month's output of news into a pack­ 
age that fits in the palm of your 
hand. 
Direclor Erwin C. Zepp reported 
that the microfilming program is 
putting Ohio newspapers on film 
for future historians at the rate 
of a page per second. 
More than 320,000 pages have 
been recorded by special cameras 
on 35 m illim eter microfilm since 
the begtning of the project in Feb­ 
ruary and more than five miles of 
film have been used to date. 
Microfilming reduces an entire 
newspaper page to one inch by 
I and g inches. Nearly 1.200 pages 
can be recorded on one 100-fool 
roll of film.

T 
HEY explain it very simply. At s(#ne time 
or other, m iniature car owners have had a 
craving to drive a motorcycle, automobile, or 
speedboat with the throttle to the floor. With 
their tiny “souped-up” racers they can satis­ 
fy that desire in a safe and sane manner. 
On small tracks all over the nation more 
than 10,000 m em bers of the American M inia­ 
ture Racing Car Association regularly run 
their models in contests at speeds better than 
IOO m p h. The m inute cars tear around so 
furiously it’s difficult to follow them w ith the 
eye. They blur past with the buzz of a mad 
hornet amplified a thousand times. 
Two kinds of competition are held, one for 
cable" cars, the other for the "rail" type. A 
cable car is fastened to a post in the middle 
of the track by a sem i-tem pered music wire 
or flexible airplane control cable.
